The application has been amended as follows: 

In the first paragraph of the specification, in the second line, after "June 29, 
2001 ,", the phrase -now U.S. Patent Number 6,733,934,-- has been inserted. 

Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US 6,203,604 discloses an ink comprising a metal complex azopyrazolone dye 
and a xanthene dye, wherein the ink is suitable for forming a color filter. 

US 5,541 ,750 discloses a color filter comprising coloring materials and resins 
provided on a substrate, wherein the coloring materials comprise at least one dye 
selected from acid red 52, acid red 486 and rhodamine 6 GCT. 

US 5,897,981 discloses a color filter having a red colored layer comprising a first 
red pigment where a short-wave 40% transmittance wavelength is in a range of 550-600 
nm and a second red pigment where the short-wave 40% transmittance wavelength is 
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within 40 nm from the range of the first red pigment are mixed, so that the transmittance 
in a wavelength region of 450-500 nm is substantially 0%. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In a color filter array having a red filter layer on a substrate, wherein the red filter 
layer comprises a xanthene dye having its absorption maximum at a wavelength of 500 
to 600 nm and a pirazolone azo dye, the prior art does not teach or suggest the color 
filter wherein the pirazolone azo dye has its absorption maximum at a wavelength of 
400 to 550 nm, and the red filter layer has a transmittance at a wavelength or 535 nm of 
1 % or less and that at 650 nm of 90% or more.
